3. The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because an abstract on a separate 
sheet is required.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

5. Claim 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1, line 4, "the textile manufacture stage" is unclear. What is the textile 
manufacture stage? There is no antecedent basis for this in the claim. 

Claim 3, at line 2, the phrase "may be" renders the claim indefinite for not 
providing positive citations. The term "or" recited at line 9 should be read as "and" for 
proper format. 

Claim 6, line 2, "more advanced garment system." is unclear. What is more 
advanced garment system? 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 1 02 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 1-6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Orban et 

al. (US4764665). 

Orban et al. discloses a flexible garment system (10) [ column 3-4] which is 
capable of emitting heat when an electrical current is applied, comprising an electrically 
insulating fibre base structure with an electrically and thermally conductive area (1 1 ) 
and at least two power supply lines (12) all of which are incorporated during the textile 
manufacture stage. 

The electrically insulating base structure is woven fabric made of natural, 
regenerated or synthetic fibres (column 2, line 5). 

The electrically and thermally conductive area may be a woven fabric made of 
metalised fabric, the fibers may be made of fabric such as polyaramid, polyester, cotton, 
or other appropriate fabrics and may be metal coated either in multi-filament form and 
then woven into the fabric or may be metal coated in the as woven or the nonwoven 
formed state with metal coatings such as copper, nickel, silver, (column 3, lines 20-56), 
or a combination of these. 

The garment is power by connection to a self-contained power supply (column 3, 
line 33-35). 
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The garment has a further base structure with a thermally conductive area 
applied to thus form a more advanced garment system.
